Jeff says he didn't get a sin- 
gle copy. I don't know how that adds up, but the result is that the PDKC 

has lost the momentum it had earlier this year. I do not blame Len; I do 
not blame anybody. X don't want to see this continues regardless of what 
may have occasioned it. 

Len is busy, as we all know, with the IDA Publisher's Handbook. Afte 
that is done, he will be busy with the IDA Treasury. . .unless I badly mis- 
buess the results of the upcoming ©lection. Rather than let things langui 

any further, however, I have decided to step in temporarily. 

I want it understood that I consider Len to be Chairman of the PDRC. 
I am not trying to take over his job or suggest he's not doing it proper- 
ly. I am merely taking action thitt I deem necessary on an interim basis. 
If the other members agree with me, fine--t en we may proceed. If not, 
also fine, and 1*11 shut up. Either way, no harm done. 

Len has suggested, in LIAISONS DaNGEREUSES, that if he is elected IDA 
Treasurer, he'll resign his post as PDRC Chairman. He recommends Peter 
Berggren as his replacement. I believe that is a good suggestion. . -al-* 
though at the same time let me note that I may seek the position myself if 
I can work it into my schedule. In any event, Peter has not yet become a 
member of the PDRC, so the proposal is for the moment academic. Also, Len 
hasn't resigned yet. 

On Len's behalf, then, I would like to get some of our business mov« 
ing along. There seem to be several items which need our consideration; 

1. Clarifying which completed games are in the SRB, which are not 
in the SRB, and which are at this time questionable. 

2. Clarifying the SRB's criteria beyond the single criterion we have 
worked up regarding "local" games. 

3. Taking up any Constitutional amendments which the members may 
wish to propose. 

4. Determining whether there are any persons in the hobby who qual- 
ify for membership. 

5. Setting a deadline by which we must determine whether Jeff Key 
is or is not a member. 

6. Settling what relationship this body may have with the BNG» 

7. Finalizing what the SRB may or may not be beyond a theoretical 
idea? and standard of comparison. 

I am sending this to Len, Walt, Doug, the two Jeffs, and Peter (for 
info purposes). Would each of you do me a fuvor? Check over EVERYTHING s 
20, 21, tl r & 23. I assume that you rate all games which Doug says are 
"regular" and do not rate those he indicates are "irregular"* If there 
are exceptions to that statement, would you send me a list of them and the 
reason(s) they are exceptions? I'd like this list by Friday. 7 November 
1975, if at all possible* At that time also indicate items of business* 
amendments, possible ; new members, &c«, you wish discussed.
